In the House of Commens the For. 
eign Secritary Makes a Cornplete 
Statement cf Nigstiations With 
the German Ambassador—He Un. 

Attitude 

Taken by the British Government. 


Xondon.—That relations between 
tp giice, Germany and Briain are sti 
ious and delicate,” was aumitied 
in ‘the House of Commons by Foreign 
Secretary Grey in makitg the long 
heralded speeen regarding the Moroc- 
can situation. 

The foreign secretary reviewed the 
whole Moroccan episode trom tne 
sudden appearance of the German 
gunboat Panther in the port of Aga- 
dir, in Southern Morocco up to the 
signing of the Franco-German treaty. 

He unflineningly upheld the  atti- 
tude taken by the British government, 
but at the same time declared that its 
action was never antagonistic to Ger- 
many or to any settlement she was 
able to arrange wita France, and 
which did not threaten the rights ot 
Great Britain. Sir haward Grey made 
no secret of the fact that the situation 
had at one time been very tense, but 
thought his statements would prove 
a sedative to a world which had been 
induiging in a fit of political aico- 
hoiism and that the time had arrivea 
for it to get and to keep cool anu 
sober.

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TELLS HOW IT WAS DONE 


J. E. Maynard Describes His Method 
of Raising Prize Winning 
Wheat 


Among the guests of honor at the 
banqaet to Seager Wheeler, who won 
the first prize of $1,000. was J. E. 
Maynard, of Deloraine, Man., #itmer 
of the third prize for the best sample 
ot hard red wheat at the recent land 
show in Madison Square garden, New 
York city. Mr. Maynard was one of 
the early settlers in the province of 
Manitoba, having gone there and tak- 
en up a squatter’s claim before the 
Dominion government survey was 
completed, 

“I have been growing that same 
seed for 14 years now,” declared Mr. 
Maynard, and I believe the secret of 
my suceess is that I have been exceed. 
ingly careful about selecting my seed 
and I believe that this is the most im- 
portant of all things in the growing of 
good grain.’ 

Fourteen years ago a man named 
Harkney brought a carload of Red 
Fyfe seed wheat into Manitoba from 
Minneapolis. Mr. Maynard bought 
some of this and has been reseeding 
from it each year fer 14 years, 
luring that time he has captured 
$2,300 worth of prizes, besides 
silver trophies and four sweepstakes, 
two at Winnipeg and two at Brandon. 

“You had better say that it was on 
my son's farm that the prize grain was 
grown,” declared Mr. Maynard, who 
celebrated his 80th birthday last year. 
“You ought to give iny son, Thomas 
Maynard, the credit, for he does all 
the work and grows all the grain 
now.” 

“A farmer should always keep a 
good supply of seed on hand, so that 
when a bad season comes and the 
season is poor he will always have 
good seed to plant for the next year,” 
he said. “I have planted the very 
best I could get always and whenever 
our grain was particularly good I put 
aside sufficient to last for a number of 
years if necessary.” 

The process of agriculture employed 
on the Maynard farm is not unusual. 
The seed was sown three inches deep 
by a press drill. When it had come 
above the ground a harrow was pass- 
ed over the field once and then, with

always had a good harvest, so he de- 
clares, : 
Never has he sown wheat on a piece 


of land oftener than once every three) 


years. After a crop of wheat he grows 
oats or other grain, and then summer 
fallows one seeson.

CAN SUPPLY COAL FOR 150 YEARS 


Big Company Has Just Been Floated | 


in Lethbridge By Well-Known 
Mining Man 


Lethbridge, Alta,—Capitalized at 
$150,000, the Superior Coal company 
has been launched by B. K. Bullock, 
well known in coal mining circles in 
this part of the province. The forma- 
tion of the company has been pro- 
ceeded with very carefully, and very 
few knowing of its existence until de- 
velopment had progressed so far as 
to making the floating of the stock a 
very easy matter. The property of the 
jcompany is situated three and one- 
half miles north of the town of Taber, 
| just north of the Belley river. De- 
‘velopment has’ been going on steadily 
for some time, and already two tipples 
have been erected at a distance apart 
of 66 rods, The coal property com- 
| prises an area of 5,043 acres, and was 
| purchased from Osler, Hammond and 
| Nanton of Winnipeg. It is estimated 
that the amount of coal in that par- 
ticular field is about twenty-eight mil- 
lion tons, which at the rate of 1,000 
tons daily will keep the plant in oper- 
ation about 150 years.

Russell, of the Brooklyn and London 
Tubernacles, addressed lerge and in- 
terested audiences here twice to-day 
We report his discourse on Thanks- 
giving. He said: 4 

Our experiences in life are to 
considerable extent what we make 
them. Bible students should be 
hilosophers — everyone of them. 
Whr? Because the Wisdoi from 
above is the noblest science and best 
instrittion. As St. Peter declares, 
it tends to promote the spirit of a 
sound mind—and a sound mind is 
necessarily a philosophical one. Mur- 


murers and complainers are not 
philosophers, but the reverse. A 
sound mind tells us to take things 


as they ars, to make the best of them 
father than to quarrel over them and 
find fault with Divine providence and 
make ourselves and everybody else 
in our environment miserable. 

True Christian peorie in every land 
and under all conditions hav» found 
plenty of cause for thankfulness, 
even though they hove had their 
share, or more, of lif’s difficulties. 
Nor was this thankfulness b cause 
they had mastered the Div'ne philose- 
phy and understood the why and the 
wherefore of the nresont reign of sin 
and death. They accepted their por- 
tion of life’s joys and serrows by 
faith, believing that their portion 
was measure! to thom by the Lord 
and that full obedience and submis- 
tion, with cheerfulness, was their 
duty. 

We are ready to concede that the 
world, awakening from the sleepy 
superstitions of the nast, can readily 


find many excuses for declining to 
be thankful. If we mention some of 
these it will not be by way of en- 


dorsing them, rath _r to show the un- 
thankful masses that we recognize 
their viewpoint but do not agree with 


it. We would point them to the 
better course of thankfulness and 
proportionate hanpiness. To their 


complaint that they have fewer and 
smaller blessings than their more 
wealthy neighbors. we remind them 
that the poor of this land habitually 
waste more than would make very 
thankful some of the poor of other 
lands. 

We remind that under Divine 
blessing upon the soil and the Divine 
blessing upon human skill conveni 
ences and comforts have multiplied 
about us so that the “common peo- 
ple” of our land have home comfort, 


and conveniences and educational 
facilitiés and parks and librarics, 
well paved and lighted strects and 


cheap transportation such as we 
not dreamed of in our grandfathers’ 
days, nor enjoyed even by the rich. 
Let us not gr edily ask more along 
these lines until we have fully ap- 
fe ee d present privileges and 
lessings and returned thanks there- 
for. 

“But,” says one, 
were superstitiously thankful, and 
we must avoid that. They gave 
thanks to God for the sunshine and 
the rain. We have learned that these 
are provisions of nature and we 
thank nobody for them. Our fore- 
fathers thanked God for escape from 
feudal slavery, but we see that they 
should have rebelled against feudal- 
ism and bought their freedom with 
their own courage. 

“Our forefathers thanked God if 
they were sick, that they did not die 
and go to eternal torture. We are 
coming to the rationalistic idea that 
they should have thanked their phy- 
siciun for recovery froth sickness and 
should not have believed in an ever- 
lasting future of torture, because so 
far as we can see that teaching is all 


“our forefathers 


humbug. Intelligent people of the 
world have no more knowledge than 
ourselves regarding a future. We 


agree with the college professors that 
our race is progressing by an evolu- 
tionary law of nature, and that God 
has nothing to do with it, and that 
there is no future life for us except 
in the sense that we, in the future, 
will be represented on a higher plane 
of living, by our evoluted children. 
You will perceive, therefore, why we 
consider thanksgiving day a piece of 
medieval superstition.” 

Our reply to this reasohing must 
be along two lines: first, philosophi- 
cal; second, analytical: 

(1) Are not these increasingly large 
numbers of pantheistic and atheistic 
evolutionists unphilosophical? They 
admit that they heve blessings far 
beyond anything known to their fore- 
fathers, and they admit that their 
unhappiness has increased in pro- 

ortion as these blessings and resson- 
ngs respecting them have been re- 
ceived. Would not a true philosophy 
tell them that if happiness is their 
aim and desire, th ir loss of happi- 
ness is not due to the increased bless- 
ings, but to the improper and un- 
thankful manner in which they have 
received them? Would not philoso- 
phy alone, apart from the Bible or 
religion, have warned them that, even 
if their theo were true, it would 
be unwise to cultivaté them in their 


own minds and in the mnds of 
others? 

(2) Let us now analyze the fore- 
going complaints. Who can prove 


to us that there is no living and true 
God-—that there is merely a god of 
nature, a blind foree? Who can ex- 
piain to us the power which holds 
our eurth in its orbit around the sun, 
and which has given us summer and 
winter, cold and h has given ua 
mounta'ns and valle hills and 
plains, in pleasing variety and loaded 
with minerals most useful to us and 
merely waiting our heaven-directed 
genius to bring them forth for the 
bles.ing of our race, and to make of 
earth the Paradis» of God? 

What philosophy can prove to us 
that these things have happened by 
chance and that we are wrong in 
accepting the Scriptural suggestion, 
“Day unto day uttereth speech and 
night unto night showeth knowledge, 
and there is no place where their 
voice is not heard’’—procluiming an 
All-Wise and beneficent Creator? We 
know that the wisdom and_ bene. 
fieence of our Creator were hidden 
from our mental view by our super- 
stitious and irrational creeds of the 
past. but now, as the electric light 
mas superseded the tallow candle, so 
God's Word to-day is shining forth 
to those who tave eyes to see its 
beauty.

and those organs are not the lower 
but the higher ones, the nobler ones. 
These qualities of mind are present 
but dormant, merely waiting to be 
quickened into activity. This fact 
favors the Bible view that mankind 
}are fallen and that few are living up 
}to even the bes+ of the impaired or- 
}ganism which they possess. 
| The evolutionary thecry, tnat we 
}should live and die simply for the 
| advancement of future generations, 
may prove an incentive to some, but 
lin our judgment these will be few. Of 
far yreater interest is the Bible's 
| teaching that the present is the night 
‘time, in which our friends and neigh- 
|bors and ourselve# one by one, fall 
lasleep in death; and that God's In- 
finite Wisdom and Power and Love 
have provided a resurrection of the 
dead, both of the just and the un- 
jjust—the just to glory, honor and 
everlasting life, the unjust to a glori- 
ous condition very different from 
the present reign of sin and death— 
under the reign of the Prinee of Life, 


| with glorious opportunities, for a 
thousand years, of uplifti blessed- 
ness. Then everlasting life will be 


the reward to the faithful and ap- 
preciative, 

We have noted that unthankful- 
ness means discontent, and that dis- 
content means unhappiness and 
misery. Who then can afford to be 
unthankful, or to take the road of 
| unbelief, which surely leads thereto? 
{St. Paul draws ovr attention to the 
fact that much of the degradation of 
tthe heathen should be dir-etly traced 
{to unthankfulness. He declares that 
the Headship of the Almighty over 
all creation, and His unlimited pow- 
er, are clcurly manifested in the 
things of nature. 

He declar s that the heathen ‘are 
without excuse, because they, when 
they knew God, glorified Him nat as 
| God, neither were thankful, but be- 
| came vain in their imaginations, and 
| their foolish heart was durkened. 
| Professing themselves to be wise 
1 


they became foolish” and idolaters. 
“Wherefore God also gave them up 
ito uncleanness, through the lusts of 
| their own hearts, to dishonor 
own bodies between themselves.’ 
| (Romans i, 21.) Unthankfulness to 
Giod was not punished directly ner 
{threatened with a future punishment. 
|Acting automatically it separated 
jthe unthankful ones from their 
Creator, and their course became 
‘downward, degenerate, 

The spirit of unthankfulness as a 
malady threatens our present civil- 
ization with death. Year by year 
\the sentiment is growing, and dis- 


jeontent, when fully hatched out, 
will be the viper of anarchy, for 
{whose virus there is no human 
| remedy. 


We thank God that although this 
awful anarchy foretold is near at 
| hand, and is beyond human ability 
}to cope with, yet Divine Love has 
promised to intervene to save the 
unthankful world by the establish- 
ment of the Messianie Kingdom in 
} power and great glory, for the bless- 
ing of all the families of the earth; 
{for the making straight of al] the 
|erooked paths; for the opening of the 
‘eyes of understanding, that all may 
jsee the Truth. 
| St. Paul, addressing Christians, 
|} says: “What manner of persons ought 
{we to be?’ Similarly, we might say, 
|How earnest should be the thanks- 
| giving of Christians! But alas! 
hanksgiving Day with us has lost

| Bible record of man's original perfee- 
tion, his fall into sin and condemna-

| These truths constituted the founda- 
tion for a clas | faith in God and led 
them to give thanks for the harvest 
of the year, accounting that if every 
good and perfect gift comes directly 
or indirectly from the hand of Gud 
it should be received accordingly and 
acknowledged. 

To~lay, however, we have the form 
of godliness without the power, be- 
cause the precious faith has be+n well 
nigh destroy by the Higher Critics

| proach. The Sun of Righteousness has 
not by arisen, but many of God's 
people are noting the clear light now 
shining upon the Divine Word, and 
are reelizing that it comes from Him, 
and that He is preparing them, 
|} throngh a better understanding of the 
Bible, to appreciate the glorious sun- 
light of Divine mercy which will soon 
overspread the world and scatter the 
|darkness of earth’s superstition, sin 
and death. 

And so, as we get the matter rig? 
ly divided before our min 
the true understanding, the e 

snlightenment needed in our day, and 
|}we are enabled to rightly divide

These elone are able to give thanks 
in the highest sense of the term, be- 
cause they, better than others, appre 
ciate the Divine Program and can 
fully endorse the words of our text. I 
urge all of this class to be very thank- 
ful, singing and making melody in 
their hearts to the Lord in respect to 
all of their affairs, and waiting pa- 
tiently for the full development of the 
Divine Program, assured by faith it 


will prove exceedingly, abundantly 
more than we could have asked or 
/thought. I urge the remainder of 


mankind to cultivate thankfulness to 
whatever extent they can see and ap- 
preciate the Divine character, and to 
exercise faith therein. There is a 
blessing in it, not only for the present 
lifetime, but as a preparation for the 
life to come.

“ERIN'S SACRED PLAGE 


STORY OF GREEN !SLE AS TOLD 
IN HER GRAVES. 


| 
| 
| Beautiful Glasnevin Cemetery In Dub- 
lin Where Repose the Remains of 
Her Immortal Patriots — Restless 
| Spirits, Broken Hearts and Martyrs 
to an Idea Lie Under the Moss. 
Grown Stones. 


Much of the checkered history of 
Ireland during the 19th century is sug. 
gested by the political memorials 
which plentifully rise amid the calm 
sylvan beauty of pleasant Glasnevin, 
Dublin. This peaceful abode of seren- 
ity, with its rare natural attractions 
| tevealing themselves gradual] 
through the fairy-like haze of a kind- 
\v Irish spring or summer day and 
the songbirds in tune in every seclud- 
ed grove, is a worthy resting place 
for Ireland's honored dead. The prin- 
cipal standard bearers of her cause, 
the leaders in her long and sometimes 
almost despairing fight for national 
unity, here, on the bosom of their 
beloved “Kathleen ni Houlihan,” find 
rest and blessed balm for their pa- 
tient sufferings, their troubled Ives, 
their ruined ambitions and their wost- 
ed hopes, and often enough their brok- 
en_ hearts. 

The splendid pillar tower, beneath 
which is the crypt where sleeps the 
| great “Liberator,” Daniel O'Connell, 
rises high above the surrounding 
Monuments, impressing the mind with 
+a sense of eppropriateness and of 
worthy tribute to Ireland's greatest 
son. No monument rises to mark the 
spot where Parnell, through darkness 
and despair and the ashes of a g'or- 
ious carver, found peace and rest, but 
the lonely impressiveness of the large 
expanse of grassy mound which marks 
{the grave of the dead Jeader leaves 
an_ indelible mark on the memory. 


one of his most stead‘ast supporters 
before the advent of the Young Ire- 
| land party, Sir Charles Gavan Duffy. 
Living alternately between Italy and 
London his sole thought was Ireland 
and any project for assisting her cause 
was sure to find in him a zealous sup 
porter in time and money. His his- 
tory of the Young Ireland movement 
is the chief authority on the methods 
and aims of the men of ‘48, 

Every political movement in Ireland 
hes had its bard netimes even a 
definite school of poetry, as in the ‘48 
movement — to sing its aspirations in 
thrilling verse out of hearts overflow- 
ing with love of country and devo- 
tion to her cause. In a prominent part 
of the cemetery rests John Keegan 
Casey, the son of a peasant, who, 
working in Dublin as a clerk, was at- 
tracted to the Fonian moven: be- 
came one of its active members, and 
sang its political desires and hopes of 
freedom in defiant and stirring bal- 
lads of simple language, which reach- 
ed and roused the hearts of the poople 
where more ornate and polished verse 
would have fa . The movement 
failed chiefly through the procrastina 
tion and wavering hesitation of James 
Stephens, its chief organizer, but it 
owed a great deal of its strength to 
the author of “The Rising of the 
| Moon,” “and many soul-stirring bal- 
lads and songs,” to quote the inserip- 
tion on the beautiful Celtic cross 
erected over his grave by the Young 
Ireland Society. He was apolitical 
prisoner in 1867 and died in 13870 be. 
fore he had reached the age of 24 
“His last words were a prayer of in- 
tercession for his country’s liberty 
and his soul's salvation.” 

Ireland owes much to her songstera 
and it is fitting that the greatest of 
her poets, the unhappy James Clar- 
‘ence Mangan, should find his last 
| resting place in the midst of her hon- 
ored dead. Mangan inevitab'y sug- 
fests a close parallel with Edgar Al- 

an Poe in the melancholy gloom 
which overshadowed their lives, in 
the regrettable tendency to seek obliv- 
{ion by drowning ther senses and 
their genius in strong drink, in the 

(atal similarity of their end, but, 
above all, in the haunting rhythm 
and nameless charm which distinguish 
the immortal verse of both. Mangan 
died of cholera in a public hospital 
In Dublin at the age of 46, and would 
have filled a paup?r's grave had not 
one of the noted Plunkett family plae- 
ed his burial place at the disposal of 
the authorities 

And what thrilling memories are 
evoked as we stand by the grave of 
theroie Anne Devlin—“The faithful 
| tervent of Robert Emmet,” so the sim- 
jple epitaph reads. Housckeeper for 

tmmet during the dangerous time 
when his insurrectionary plot was 
hatching, she was arrest-d after the 
fiasco of July 23, 1803, tortured and 
frightfully meltreated by the brutal 
feomanty who prodded her with their 

ayonets in the arms and shoulders 
until she was covered with blood, and 
afterwards half hanged her on the 
jthafts of a car converted into a gal- 

lows. This young woman of barely 26 
neither then nor afterwards during 
the long years of cruel imprisonment 
allowed an incriminating word of Em. 
|met and his associates to escape her 
\lips. In her later life this noble ex- 
{ample of heroic womanhood was a 
{common washerwoman, living in a@ 
|miserable hovel, unnoticed and un- 
known, and as her epitaph reads she 

‘lived in obscurity and poverty dnd so 
| died” in 1851. 
| The fine cross of Celtic design over 
jthe untenanted grave of the ‘‘Man- 
|chester martyrs,”’ Allen, Larkin and 
| O'Brien, with its simple inseription 
giving the names and stating that 
they were “hanged at Manchester and 
buried there in the jail November 23, 
| 1867," gives convincing proof that the 
people were ready if properly led to 

fight desmerately for their independ- 
jence. Whatever may have been the 
| merits of the crown case at their trial, 

It appears certain that several peti- 
tions of Engl:sh origin, and influen. 
tially rian were eddressed to the 
|Government praying for a reprieve 
‘and that Mrs. Annie Besant, the fam. 
| ous theosophist, publicly protested in 
the court against the unfairness of 
|the trial. Thetr joint prayer, after 
| the dread sentene of death had been 

pronounced, “God save Ireland,’ wae 
the inspiration ef one of T. D. Sulli- 

vans moat stirring ballads.

A FLOATING PALACE, 
King's Ship on India Voyage Has 
Every Luxury, 

One realized within a few minutes 
of setting foot on board the Medina, 
the floating palace, in which Their 
Majesties sailed for India, that no ef- 
fort was spared to make the cessel 
as comfortable as a modern palace. 
Tt was fortunate that the vessel was 


| not nearly completed when the P. & 


O. Company agreed that she should 
become H.M.8. Medina for the pur- 
pose of the King’s voyage to India. 
As a consequence, the necessary 
transformation of the vessel has been 
a comparatively simple matter. Cer- 
tainly no great structural .alterations 
were required, 

The principal decks are the boat- 
deck, the hurricane deck, the spar 
It is the 
spar deck which chiefly attracts the 
visitor, for here, in the fore part of 
the ship are the royal apartments, 
The King's suite of rooms are situated 
on the port side, and the Queen’s on 
the starboard side. Each consists of 
a sitting-room, bedroom, dressing: 
room, and bath-room. 

A blue Wilton carpet, of trellis-work 
design, was laid in each of the King’s 
rooms. The sitting-room is furnished 
with a magnificent desk of inlaid ma- 
ho “rf (from the Victoria and Albert) 
a fairly large bookcase, and a num- 
ber of easy chairs upholstered in blue 
morocco, On the writing desk there is 
a miniature keyboard, by means of 
which the King is able to ring for his 
private secretary, the admiral, equer- 
ry, valet, or attendant, 

Leading out of this room is the 
King’s bedroom. His Majesty will 
sleep in a white enamelled swing bed, 
which can be made stationary at will. 
There are two wardrobes and a chest 
of drawers — all of inland satinwood. 
The furniture in the dressing-room 
adjoining is of a similar kind. The 
ppg is most elaborately equip- 
ped, 

A light green Wilton carpet, of 
similar design to that used in the 
King’s apartments, was laid through- 
out t ueen’s suite of rooms. The 
furnittre in Her Majesty's boudoir 
is of inlaid satinwood—as, indeed, in 
all her rooms—tastefully upholstered 
with green and cream silk brocade. 
In one corner of the room there is a 
handsome serene desk. 

The bedstead is silver-plated, and 
bears at the foot a representation of 
the crown. The wardrobe is faced 
with two large oval mirrors, and there 
are two chests of drawers. The dress- 
ing-room is equipped with a swing 
bed, similar in design to the King's. 

Close to the royal apartments is 
the dining saloon, which extends the 
whole width of the deck. It is panel- 
led in light oak—upon which are dis- 
played the King’s monogram and 
crown—while over the rich Wilton 
carpet of royal blue are scattered 
Immediately overhead 
is the music room—a superb apart- 
ment. It has a great glass dome, be- 
neath which are four painted panels 
representing Dawn, Night, Sea, and

INTERESTING RECORDS 


ONTARIO’S BIRTHS, MARRIAGES 


AND DEATHS. 


The Hatches, Matches and Despatches 
of Province as Issued by the Regis- 
trar-General Show That Marri 
Do Not Follow Religious Lines Wit 
Any Degree of Regularity—June Is 
Still the Wedding Month. | * 


What the frivolous call 5 Whe 
hatches, matches and despatches re- 
cord,”” for the Province of Ontario 
for 1910, which has been compiled 
by the Registrar-General’s Depart- 
meut, and which this year has been 


placed in the printer’s hands some 
Months before the usual time, con- 
tains some interesting figures with re- 
gard to the vital statistics of the pro- 
vinoe. 

During the year there were 55,871 

rths, 24,036 marriages, and 33,539 

eaths, or 24.9, 10.7 and 14 per thou- 
sand of the population respectively 
for the 47 county municipalities in 
a ne 

the 1,626 deaths from affections 
produced by external causes, 91 per- 
sons took their own lives by various 
methods, hanging being the favorite, 
26.3 per cent. of that number select- 
t means of exit from a weary 
world. Nine-five persons were poison. 
ed accidentally, 43 were burned to 
death, 112 died from burns received, 
83 died from gas poisoning, 266 were 
drowned, 64 accidentally shot, 209 
were killed by motor cars, landslides 
and railways, 13 were frozen to death, 
8 died froin the effects of heat, IL were 
killed by lightning, 18 by electric 
shock, 17 homicides took place, and 
the balance, 646, died from various 
accidental causes. 

Old age was the cause of the death 
of 3,429 persons. 

March was the favorite month for 
birth, there being 503 in that month, 
Of the children born throughout the 
ear, 28,664 were males, and 27,207 
emales. There were 370 pairs of twins, 
$64 boys, and 376 girls. Triplets sur- 
pint the happy father in five cases, 

boys and 6 girls. 

June continues to hold favor with 
the bride, 3,555 of the 24,036 marriages 
being celebrated in the happy month. 
Beptember and December ra) owing in 
the order named, with 2,653, and 2,304 
marriages respectively. 

There are two periods in a woman's 
life when her friends are vastly inter-# 
ested in her age--when she marries 
and when she dics. 

The report of the Registrar-Gener- 
al for 1910 for the srovinee goes rath- 
er deeply into sone of these figures, 
and while all the secrets are not 
disclosed, yet there is some interesting 
information in its ye ge With re- 
gard to the age at which persons mar. 
y it is of interest to learn, so far as 

ntario is concerned, that men do not 
marry at a later date than women, 
although it is popularly thought other- 
wise, to any great extent. Last year 
6,166 grooms, or about one-third of 
the total number, married between the 
ages of 20 and 24, while 47 per cent, 
or nearly one-half, the women who en- 
tered into the bonds of matrimony 
were between those ages. With both 
sexes the next greetest number mar- 
ried between the ages of 25 and 29, 
and then comes 30 and 34 for the 
grooma and 15 and 19 for the brides. 

Under the age of 20, 453 chen were 
married, one taking a bride who is in 
the 30 to 34 class, one selecting a 
lady who comes in the®35 to 39 group, 

Fifteen women between the ages of 
15 and 19 married men between 40 
and 44, two become brides of men be- 
tween 45 and 49, one married a man 
of over 55, and one a man over 60, 
Three women between 20 and 24 mar- 
ried men over 55, two men over 60, 
and one a man over 70, as did also 
one lady of between 25 and 29. 

Cupid drives his bolt athwart de- 
nomination and convention, Just at 
the present time the question of mix- 
ed marriages is holding a certain 
amount of public attention, but many 
of the go people who discuss the 
matter of persons of different faiths 
marrying will be surprised to learn to 
what extent such marriages are con- 
tracted in the Province of Ontario, 

From the mass of figures largely 
composing the annual report of the 
Registrar-General of the province for 
the year which came to an end on 
the 31st of December last, and which, 
owing to the number of complicated 
tables which have had to be prepar- 
ed, will occupy the attention of the 
Government printers for many weeks 
yet, it appears that in one year alone 
eople of differing denominations in- 

r-merried to an astonishing extent. 
Methodist maried Roman Catholics, 
Jews married Gentiles, while in many 
cases May wedded December, 

Out of a total of 7,351 Roman Cutho. 
lics no less than 1,509 married out of 
their denomination. There were 665 
Catholic grooms who married non- 
Catholic brides, and 844 professed 
Catholic girls who became the brides 
of non-Catholic grooms. Of these 
marriages the large number were be- 
tween Catholics and Anglicans, then 
came Presbyterians, Buptists and 
paimerens in order, but rather strange- 
y no marriage between a Roman 
Catholic and a member of the Sal- 
vation Army is recorded, while two 
Roman Catholic men married Jew- 
esses, and five Roman Catholic ladies 
threw in their fate with as many 
Jews. 

In addition to this two Jews mar- 
ried Anglicans, two Presbyterians, 6 
Methodists, two Baptists, one a Con- 
gregationalist, and four persons who 
are described as being of no denomina- 
tion. The Jewess ladies did not show 
such a variety of taste, but did ex- 
hibit a strong Anglican leaning, for 
of the seven who married out of their 
faith, five married Anglicans, and two 
Roman Catholie husb inds. 

Analyzing the tables still furthe: it 
appears that 631 Presbyterian ladies

trains to members of the Senate and 
House of Commons with their bag- 
gage = 

The working out of this arrange. 
ment is quite interesting. The certi- 
ficates which are issued by the Clerks 
of the two Houses of Parliament are 
usually for a calendar year, but in a 
year such as this, when there is a 
general election and a complete over- 
hauling of the personnel of the House 
of Commons, there has to be a recall- 
ing of the certificates issued to those 
who are defeated and the issuance of 
new certificates to their successors. 
As the result of the general telections, 
which took place in Canada on Sep 
tember 21 last, there are 82 men who 
were not in the last House, and who 
had to be provided for in the matter 
of railway pe F 

Accordingly, just as soon as the re- 
sult of the elections was made defi- 
nite, the Clerk of the House of Com- 
mons, through H. P. Macdonell, clerk 
of transporiation, sent out notifica- 
tions to the defeated members asking 
them to return their passes, and to 
the credit of Canadian legislators it 
must be said that less than half a 
dozen of them had to be written to a 
second time, although the majority of 
them understood that the passes were 
good for the balance of the calendar 
year, and did not realize that their 
defeat at the polls carried with it the 
loss of their privilege of free travel. 
As each canceled pass was returned, 
it was replaced by another in the 
name of the successful candidate, and 
the railway companies were notified 
that certificate No. 0120, for instance 
had been replaced by certificate No. 
0230. The result is that if any defeat- 
ed member of Parliament attempts to 
travel upon his pass after the com- 
pany has been notified, the conductor 
takes the pass and compels the ex- 
legislator to pay his fare like any or- 
dinary individual. 

Previous to the passage of the free 
pass law, the members of both Houses 
were given an allowance of ten cents 
a mile from their homes to the capital 
and back again, and as most of them 
traveled upon passes anyway this 
amounted to a substantial addition to 
their indemnity. But now they are 
not altogether bereft of financial con- 
solation. Those who reside within a 
circle of 400 miles from Ottawa get 
their actual out-of-pocket expenses, 
such as hotel bills, meals on cars, 
ete., once each way during the ses 
sion, but those who came from farther 
sfield receive an allowance of $15 a 
day both ways, which in the case of 
men from the Mar.time Provinces or 
the Western Provinces reaches quit» 
a nice total, averaging about $150, 
though in the case of the piember for 
the Yukon it goes up as high as $510, 


Dublin Dan ts Dead. 

A well-known Winnipeg character 
passed away recently in the person of 
“Dublin Dan,” the hackn.un, whose 
real name was Charles James, Though 
means he, until a few 
months ago, insisted on driving his 
hack on all important occasions. In 
the early days “Dublin Dan" was 
looked upon as being almost part of 
Winnipeg itself, for he was in every- 
thing, and could be seen at every pub- 
lie or private function in some capa- 
city or another.

Many hundreds of Winnipeg 
brides remember him as the hackman 
who drove thera to church on their 
wedding day. In a similar capacity 
he attended almost every funeral of 
importance during the past thirty 
years. He was born in Templehouse, 
County Sligo, Ireland, in 1854, and 
when but 16 years of age made his 
Canada.

While the boom lasted 
these young men passed through days 
of great prosperity, and being of a 
saving disposition, were able to tide
